Remarks 



Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration and allowance of all of the claims 
of the application. The status of the claims is as follows: 

Claims 1-27, 29, 32, 33, 35, 38-44 and 49 are currently pending. 
Claims 28, 30-31, 34, 36-37, and 45-48 are canceled herein. 
Claims 17, 33, and 35 are amended herein. 

Allowed Claims 

The Office Action indicates that claims 1-16 and 49 are allowable. Applicant 
would like to thank the Examiner for allowing claims 1-16 and 49. These claims have 
not been amended herein, and therefore remain in condition for allowance.

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§1 03(a) Rejections 

Claims 33 and 35-44 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as allegedly being 
obvious over Burch, and further in view of Brovick, and further in view of Rao. Claims 
17, 18, 20-27, 29 and 32 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as allegedly being 
obvious over Burch, and further in view of Brovick, and further in view of Heinrich. 
Claim 19 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as allegedly being obvious over 
Burch, Brovick, and Heinrich, and further in view of Yianilos. Applicant respectfully 
traverses the rejection. 

Claims 36 and 37 are canceled herein thus rendering the §1 03(a) rejection moot 
with respect to claims 36 and 37. 

Without further comment or prejudice as to the merits of the Examiner's 
rejections, and without prejudice to the filing of subsequent continuation or divisional 
applications, Applicant hereby amends independent claims 17 and 33 which are 
currently rejection under §1 03(a) to expedite the issuance of the subject matter 
acknowledged as being allowable by the Office. 

Applicant submits that these amendments thereby place independent claims 17 
and 33 in condition for allowance. Dependent claims 18-27, 29, and 32 dependent from 
independent claim 17. Dependent claims 35 and 38-44 dependent from independent 
claim 33. Thus, applicant submits that claims 17-27, 39, 32-33, 35, and 38-44 are in 
condition for allowance. 
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Conclusion
